Chicken and Mushroom Loaf: 
Chop the contents of a 12-ounce 
can of chicken and the contents 
of an 8-ounce can of mushrooms 
fine, add four tablespoons chopped 


green pepper, two teaspoons 
horseradish, one teaspoon salt, 


and one-fourth teaspoon pepper, 
then add a cup and a half of soft 
crumbs and three eggs which 
have been slightly beaten. Add 
the mushroom liquor to make 
moist but not too wet. Place a 
few slices of bacon on the bottom 
of a greased loaf pan, pack in the 
mixture, place more bacon on top 
and bake in a hot oven—400 de- 
grees—for about forty-five min- 
utes. Turn out on a hot platter, 
and serve with sour cream sauce. 


Cup Cakes with Peach Whipped 
Cream: Boil one-half cup suga 
and one-third cup water to 238 
degrees, or t? e thread stage. Pour 
slowly over four well-beaten egg 
yolks, beating constantly until 
cool. Add three-fourths cup of 
mashed canned peaches, which 
have been drained, and almond 
flavor to taste. Add six maca- 
roons rolled or broken into small 
Pieces and one-hal cup of beaten 
cream. Serve over delicate little 
cup cakes. The mixture may be 
tinted with yellow coloring to car- 
ry out the yellows in the menu.*-

April 22, 1930. During that period 
the disbursements for the operation 
of the city’s government amounted 
to $12,318.33, whereas the receipts 
actually amounted to only $6,590.76, 
declared the Mayor. Expenditure 
were far exceeding revenue. It was 
possible for the city to operate in 
such manner only by coasting along 
on the reserve fund accumulated 
from the liquor fines, which had 
been a sizeable source of revenue 
qguring the early days of incorpora- 
tion, stated Mayor Weeden. As @ 
result the reserve was rapidly dis- 
sipated and finally by April 1930, 
was entirely wiped out. 

“That was the situation which 
confronted this present administra- 
tion when it went into office,” de- 


clared the Mayor, “and we met the 


emergency by doing the only two 
things that could be done. 

“First, we cut down the cost of 
government by eliminating needless 
expense in the Police Department 
and in this manner saved abou 
$100 per month ‘ in police salaries 
alone. In the last ten months ou 
saving over the former administra 
tion exceeds a thousand dollars. 

“Secondly, the tax rate was raised 
to a point where it was comparable 
to tthe rate existing in nearly every 
other city of its size in the state.”
